Claims 1-7 and 9 lack novelty under PCT Article 3S(2) as being anticipated by the patent to Nangia et al. Nang^a et al, disclose 
a non-gelable polysaccharide comprising the claimed characteristics, and features. 

Claims 8 and lO lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Nangia et al. in view of Haynes et al. 
The antimicrobial wound healing, the growth factors of Haynes et al. being used in the membrane of Nangia et al. would not 
involve an inventive step because the membrane of Haynes et al., the dressing of Nangia et al. have similar composition, and 
use.
